PALMER, Alaska.-When i'set back 


to the States, I know people will ask 
me, "What is the truth about Mata- 
nuska?" 


Well, they won't get the truth from 


me. Because there isn't any one truth. 
It's like asking, "How's the weather in 
Texas today?" There arc a lot of an- 
swers, and all of them are right. 


Matanuska has had some merciless 


thrashing from its critics. And it has 
been overexaggerated in the other di- 
rection by its defenders. So I'll try to 
sift out the wheat from the goats, as 
the saying goes, and tell simply how 
Matanuska strikes me, a pure outsider 
who doesn't care one way or the other. 
Here are a few impressions: 


Tabloid Impressions 


1 Matanuska Valley is certainly 


Alaska's "Garden of Eden." It is real- 
ly a thrillingly beautiful spot. 


a—Climatically, Matanuska is a bet- 


ter place to live than northern Min- 
nesota. 


»—Good farmers can undoubtedly 


make a fair, but limited, living here. 


4—Bad farmers can't do any better 


here than anywhere else. 


5—Every man and woman in the 


valley I've talked with, even the ones 
who aren't doing any good, say they 
absolutely love Alaska. 


6—You hear reports that the govern- 


ment will abandon Matanuska, but 
do not believe it. 


7—The success or failure of the pro- 


ject should not be judged, it seems to 
me, by the number of people who 
went back home. (A lot of them came 
"just for the ride.") 


&—The government is now on its 


fifth million up here, and a great deal 
of it has been waste. 


The spending cannot be justified 


merely on the basis of re-establishing 
200 families who were on relief. 


The last item raises the whole ques- 


tion of why Matanuska was establish- 
ed. 


To begin with, the government men 


admit that these 200 families could 
have been resettled somewhere in the 
States much cheaper, and possibly 
better. 


But the government wants Alaska 


colonized, and I suspect that the chief 
reason is military. Alaska is a big 
country with only 30,000 white people. 
It produces practically nothing for 
itself. 


Alaska is like a far-away hand, ex- 


isting only by the long and slender 
artery of steamer lines from Seattle. 
It would be easy to come along and 
chop that hand off. And from the 
hand—it's only a slice or two to the 
body. 


So the U. S. would like to have that 


hand stronger, less dependent on that 
slender artery from Seattle. Only by 
adding more people and becoming 
niore self-sufficient can that hand be 
made strong. 


The government looks upon its five 


millions as applied not just to Mata- 
jiuska, but as a prime that will sprout 
voluntary Matanuskas in many Alas- 
kan valleys. 


That's why I can't get excited over 


the expense at Matanuska. Suppose 
it has cost five million dollars? 'Five 
million is unquestionably too much 
for homes for 200 distressed farmers. 
But also, 35 millions is too much to 
spend on a battleship just to make 
home for 1(100 sailors, if you look at 
it that way.

to believe these things he will become 
i very tired old man. Some of these 
lays he will get very, very tired and 
stop flying in the face of the inevitable 
and accord the right to organize to 
lis employes." 


Bennett Reiterates Defiance 


Commenting on Lewis' 
remarks, 


Harry Bennett, personal director for 
the Ford Motor Company and spokes- 
man for Ford, said at Detroit: 


"My feeling toward Mr. Lewis and 


the United Automobile Workers are 
pretty well known. What I said the 
other day about Homer Martin (U. A. 
W. president) goes for John L. Lewis, 
too." 


Earlier in the week, Bennett, dis- 


cussed Martin's assertion "Mr. Ford 
or somebody for him" has changed his 
mind with reference to Ford's stand 
against the U. A. W., said the Ford 
Company "has never made an agree- 
ment with United Automobile Work- 
ers and never will."

ficulty will be to get enough members 
to wan-ant that price reduction." 


"You think so? . . . . Well, we have 


1185 already. We'll have another thous- 
and before my trip is finished, and 
you'll get still lower prices!" 


"That," said Palen, "doesn't sound 


so crazy after all! How much does a 
membership cost? ..." 


"A hundred dollars a year—no com- 


missions, no extra charges—the sav- 
ing is all yours." Delester then ex- 
plained that he sold only one mem- 
bership in a town. Orders were to be 
nuulu out to the wholesales as usual, 
but forwarded to the syndicate, which 


uld certify the membership and 


semi the orders on to be filled. The 
ptm nv.ifle a strong appeal to Palen, 
and he paid a hundred dollars for a 
one-year membership.

ing at. lower prices, Palen promptly 
sent orders covering his needs. Al- 
though he asked for immediate de- 
livery, a week went by, then an- 
other, without even a confirmation of 
hi.s orders. 


Finally, he wrote to the various 


wholesalers, urging speedy shipments. 
He \va.s informed that his orders had 
not been received. Neither had they 
ever heard of the -HPioneer Buying 
Syndicate," nor had thy made any 
such contract as Delester had shown. 


Employment Tax 
Final Date Aug. 31 


Penalty of One Per Cent 


Per Month to Be Ap- 


plied After That 


LITTLE ROCK —"The Unemploy- 


ment Compensation Division of the 
State Department of Labor has re- 
ceived exceptional cooperation from 
employers of Arkansas," said Labor 
Commissioner Ed I. McKinley here 
Saturday, "but it is evident from the 
slowing down of contribution reports 
that a good many are making the mis- 
take of assuming that there is going 
to be an extension of the period in 
which such payment may be made 
without penalty. 


"I extended the period to August 


31st because I felt that many were de- 
linquent because they lacked infor- 
mation on the subject. Since that time, 
we have used every means available 
to acquaint our employers with the sit- 
uation, and t now feel that we have 
given them full opportunity to meet 
the requirements of the law. 


"As matters now stand," Mr. Mc- 


Kinley continued, "August 31st is the 
final date for making contributions 
due on wages paid during the first six 
months period of 1937, and it is also 
the last day upon which contributions 
due on July wages may be paid. Our 
contribution period is now on a month- 
ly basis and 110 extensions will be pos- 
sible hereafter. All liable employers 
whose contributions iiave not been re- 
ceived in Die Little Rock office of the 
Unemployment Compensation Division 
prior to midnight of August 31st will 
be faced, according to the provisions 
of the Law, by a penalty of one per 
cent per month so long as the con- 
tribution remains delinquent. 


"No official enjoys collecting pen- 


alties, but the law provides them. Since 
further extensions are impassible un- 
der the monthly collection plan, we 
will have no alternative but to im- 
pose the penalties in accordance with 
the law. It is my hope that every 
liable employer will make his contri- 
bution before the penalty period ar- 
rives so that he may save money for 
himself and embarrassment for us."

and also to inhibit too rapid growth. 
These effects are, of course, doubtful. 
One of the difficulties lies in the fact 
that no method has yet been found 
for malting an extract of the pineal 
gland which with certainty has defi- 
nite activity, 


Generally, animals that are fed with 


this material grow larger and strong- 
er muacularly, although there may be 
trouble with the development of the 
genital organs. In guinea pigs if the 
gland a destroyed, as has already been 
mentioned, the sex organs grow more 


' rapidly and become larger than those 
of animals which do not have their 
pineal gland destroyed, 


from time to time the changes in 


the pineal gland have been related to 
various diseases of the muscular sys- 
tem, 
including particularly the one 


called progressive muscular atrophy.

War was a habit in 18th century

HOLLYWOOD—Movies in the mak-

lot, old Chicago has been going up in 
flames.

part of the whole" Matanuska Valley. 
Tat the valley is about 125 miles long 
and, 
in places, 40 miles wide. They 


pronounce it Mat-an-oo-ska up here. 


The top soil in the valley ranges 


!rom one, to the incredible depth of 
20 feet. 


Mosquitoes are mighty bad in the 


jrush, although they don't seem to 
mother around the houses where all 
Lhe trees have been cut down. House 
flies are xinknown. 


Good Roads Built 


The climate is the finest I've heard 


of in Alaska. It doesn't have the mis- 
erable chilly rain of the coasts; nor 
tlie 60 below zero stuff of the deep in- 
terior. 


Since I came, the weather has been 


delightful—bright sunshine, days so 
warm you don't need a coat, thermom- 
eter in the high 80s. 


Each colonist actually lives on his 


farm. None lives in town. The clos- 
est farmhouse is less than half a mile 
from town, but the farthest is 11 miles. 


Roads run out from town in all four 


directions, and then side roads sprout 
out from these. The colony is sur- 
prisingly intertwined with 142 miles 
of excellent roads. 


Like Farms Anywhere 


Nearly all the colonists have auto- 


mobiles. Some of them second-hand 
rattletraps, some shiny new limou- 
sines. There seems to be an unwrit- 
ten low a,gainst driving less than 50 
miles an hour. 


Houses are thicker than in any farm 


community I've ever seen. Nearly 
every colonist has a very close neigh- 
bor. 
Each farm is only 40 acres, and 


colonists built in corners of their tracts 
next to each other. 


There are no unmarried colonists. 


And only two or three who have no 
children. There have been 100 babies 
born to colonists' wives since 1935. 
Practically every colonist has from 
one to three good old-fashioned shep- 
herd or collie dogs. One colonist told 
me (sshhhhh, a breath of scandal) that 
there was a great deal of running 
around with other men's wives at 
Matanuska. 


How Many Gave Up? 


One of the main things we hear in 


the States about the Matanuska pro- 
ject is the great number of colonists 
who went back. I've heard all kinds 
of figures on this. 


So I asked the government men for 


the official figures, and they got out 
the books and added up and gave me 
figures:

Of the 200 families that came here in 


the first batch, 27 went back home that 
first summer, even before the houses 
were built. So the government just 
built 173 houses, and closed the colony 
membership right at that figure. Ev- 
ery one of the farms is occupied, and 
there is a waiting list. 


Many Causes of Failure 


The surviving colonists with whom 


I have talked verified the government 
excuses. They say that many of the
